inches, but this morning he was

the accumulation 
might be about an inch. 
But before you get out that snow' 
shovel, here’s a word of advice 
from Dr. Donald K. Mathews, co 
ordinator of research and asso­ 
ciate professor in Ohio State Uni­ 
versity’s departm ent of physical 
education: 
Each shovelful of snow weights 


between 3^4 and 17 pounds, de­ 
pending on whether the snow is 
wet or dry. 
An ordinary snow 
shovel weights about five pounds. 
So if a person lifts IO shovelfuls 
a minute, this equals the amount 
of energy used in climbing to eith­ 
er the third or seventh floor of a 
building in one minute. 
If you think your heart can take 
that kind of taxing, or if you're 
used 
to 
heavy 
exercise, 
snow- 
shoveling may not bother you. 
But keep in mind that more than 
a score of Ohioans dropped dead 
of heart attacks while shoveling 
snow in the big storm earlier this 
week The latest victim was Rom­ 
an Puhalski, 64, who collapsed and 
died while shoveling at his Lorain 
home Friday.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P > -lf the 
snow* blanket now covering Ohio 
melts 
gradually, 
it 
will 
help 
ground water levels more than if 
the same amount of moisture hr 
fallen as rain in August, the Ohio 
Division of W ater reported today 
Paul Kaser, hydrologist for the 
division, said that because of the 
extrem e dryness of the soil then, 
that quanity of water would not 
have passed the “ root zone” which 
has first claim on precipitation 
Kaser said if thawing takes 
place four or five days the state 
will benefit most from the prest*- 
snowfall. Streams, and thus reser­ 
voirs, will rise, as will under­ 
ground water levels. He explained 
that the water content was .125 
inch per inch of snow. For the en­ 
tire state, the total water content 
was about I inch, while for the 
Columbus area, which had an 8.7 
inch snowball in midweek, it was 
1.09 inches. 
A sudden blast of warm 
air 
from the Gulf of Mexico could 
present a problem, he said, but 
he also emphasized that no such 
warm front is predicted. 
Ohio probably would be protect­ 
ed from any major flood by the

Experiments with all - pelleted 
rations for fattening rattle have 
indicated the greatest value for 
pelleting to be with rations high 
in roughage. Research was un­ 
dertaken at Wooster to determ 
j inc the value of pelleting only 
the hay porUon of a fattening 
type ration for beef cattle. 
In 1956 57 two lots of steers were 
self - fed ground ear com In ad­ 
dition. one lot was self - fed long 
alfalfa hay and the other the same 
hay which was finely ground and 
pelleted. Average daily gains of 
t h e s e two groups of c a l v e s 
were identical for the 252 days 
I they were on feed and loth l o t s 
graded average choice when slau- 
j ghtered.

7. Four inc.ies of IM* - 2 inch 
limestone, voids filled with lime­ 
stone screenings. 8. Four inches of 
I Mi - 2 inch limestone, voids filled 
with limestone, surface sealed with 
asphalt and fine gravel. 
The treatm ent descriptions are 
not detailed specifications of the 
paving design. Specifications of 
any treatment are available. 
Additional treatm ents were in­ 
cluded which involved the u s e of 
one inch, asphalt surfaced, glass 
fiber batts as the base m aterial; 
glass fiber in the asphaltic con­ 
crete layer; and hydrated lime as 
a surface binder, Tile glass fiber 
baths were to provice a drainage 
layer below the surface treatm ent 
and a vapor barrier to prevent 
moisture migration to the lower 
surface of the paving from deeper 
soil depths. 
The glass fiber placed in the as­ 
phaltic concrete layer was to pro­ 
vide additional strength to the pav­ 
ed layer.

SINCE treatm ents No. 5 and No. 
6 failed, treatm ents No. 7 and No. 
8 were placed in the same loca­ 
tion during the summer of 1958. 
These new treatm ents failed along 
the feed bunk during the first win­ 
ter although the main portion 
of 
the 
treatm ent 
remained intact. 
During the sum m er of 1959 a con­ 
crete strip six feet wide was pour 
ed along the feed bunk in order 


to take the concentrated animal 
loading that caused these treat­ 
ments to fail along the bunk. The 
portion of the treatm ent no replac­ 
ed by 
the concrete strip show 
slight progressive failure. 
All of the asphaltic concrete 
treatm ents failed along the feed 
bunk during the second year of 
service. In addition treatm ent No.

Additional field tests in­ 
dicate asphaltic concrete paving 
must have a minimum thickness 
of three inches over five inches of 
base material. Areas near feed 
bunks will require a thickness of 
more than three inches of asphal­ 
tic concrete or a very stable base 
course to withstand this most sev­ 
ere loading condition.
